The C'lvll War. 


The cause of the civil war was first 


disclosed by Hayne and Webster in the 
famous debate in the senate in Janu- 
ary, 
1830. The men who composed the 


armies in 
the 
civil 
war 
were born 


within the next fourteen years. The 
question involved was whether this is 
a nation or a confederation of states. 
The matter was appealed to war—the 
•ourt of last resort. The war settled it 
forever. War was the only means In 
the hand of man to decide it. 


When troops were 
called for they 


came as volunteers, by their own con- 
sent. There was no law compelling 
them to come. Over 
ninety-five per 


cent, of 2,300,900 enlistments were by 
free consent. 


There was no law compelling men to 


go Into battle. This was by tree con- 
sent. We love to jread the inspiring his- 
tory of the Spartans—how they held 
tha defiles In the mountains. We are 
told that on the plains of Thermopylae 


monument was set up bearing this 


inscription: "Stranger go tell at Lac- 
aedemon that we died here in obedience 
to her laws." This was very beautiful 
and inspiring. It is still more beautiful 
that the American soldier did not die 
In obedience to any law. He laid down 
his life by his own free consent. I re-

Gon. 
Pennypacker while he visited our 


city, one of the sweetest and bravest 
of men. He has suffered from a wound 
supposed to be mortel at the time, for 
forty years. In the assault on Fort 
Fisher he seized the colors of one of 
his regiments and planted them on the 
fort, to encourage his troops. He re- 
ceived the wound in the act. After forty 
yea-rs of experience with pain from his 
njury he would do the same again 
nder the same circumstances. Suppose 
ie had died, as the result of that in- 
ury, would it hava been proper to In- 
cribe upon a monument to his mem- 
ry that he died in obedience to law? 
lo, it would have been an Insult to the 
irlnciple of free consent and Ameri-

Pelt Distinct Earthquake 


Shock Week Ago Today. 


R. O. Rosen camo home Wednesday 


after a visit in Sau Francisco, having 
gone to that city with a view of locat- 
ing there temporarily at least tor the 
practice of his profession as an archi- 
tect. „ 


He came home fully determined to 


return to the coast several months la- 
ter because he found that the people 
who will build later have not yet fully 
recovered from the shock and many 
ot them can make no forward move 
until they have n settlement with the 
Insurance companies. 


Mr. Rosen said: "It is too soon for 


an architect from a distance to think 
of going there for business. Practical- 
ly none of the building sites have been 
cleared and only a portion 
of the 


streets are open. Occasionally, of course 
some sites have been cleared but they 
are really but a drop In the bucket 
when compared wit* the total. Some 
streets are open for traffic and other 
streets are not op.ly not cleared but 
they are under guard and no one ex- 
cept by special permission Is permitted 
to pass. I can not and will not at- 
tempt to describe the view I had of 
San Francisco except to say that I 
looked out over an area at least twice 
the size of that covered by Decatur and

In- 
stead of building their foundations sev- 
eral feet above tho grade lino they 
build just to the grade line and make 
it wood from that point up. Imagine 
business blocks, tho first floor occu- 
pied by the business houses and tho 
upper stories occupied by families, flvo 
stories high, and all of wood. There 
are many such In San Francisco. Brick 
apparently cost little if any more than 
hero but it seems to have been a fash- 
ion to build of wood. Perhaps because 
it is convenient arid plentiful. Most of 
the lumber Is redwood. Many ot these 
houses are covered on the_outslde with 
mortar and they have something of the 
appearance of stone.
